A VERY SUCCESSFUL C.A.W.M. C. 2007 ANNUAL MEETING: - by Editor Ross Kingdon 

I must say, that I thoroughly enjoyed not only our CAWMC annual general meeting but the entire Canadian 
Numismatic Association convention held in Niagara Falls last month. Anyone who had anything to do with this 
convention, in any capacity, is to be commended. This brief write-up is to simply give a broad, personal 
overview of our general breakfast meeting and not intended as official minutes. They will be forthcoming. 

President, Al Munro conducted the entire meeting and gave the task of writing down the official minutes to 
Board of Governor, Bob Brown, in the absence of Al’s wife, Marion, who was unable to attend the convention. 
Vice President, Art Stephenson gave the blessing and breakfast was served to the 29 people present. Before 
breakfast was even served, many members, distributed to all, souvenir woods made specifically for this 
occasion. As well, some distributed many extra woods, to all, on top of that. The pile grew even larger when 
CAWMC member Dave Gillespie distributed, to each, a bag of some three dozen woods from the late Pat 
White, in Pat’s memory from his wife Sandra. I must have received nearly 70 woods and the business part of 
the meeting or the auction hadn’t even started yet. 

The business part of the meeting began with a moment of silence for the two members, Pat White and Glenn 
Rodger, who have passed away since our last year’s meeting. Al then introduced some special guests and made 
some President’s remarks, which included recognizing members Bob Brown and Ed MacPherson for their 
efforts in recruiting new members. He indicated that the recognition of ‘Past Presidents’ and ‘Life Members’ is 
now up-to-date and encouraged members to inform the executive of other deserving people for recognition. 

Al presented his treasurer’s report, which received unanimous approval. Our Association is in very good 
financial shape. (See page 6 for the financial report.) 

Norm Belsten read the names of the six successful candidates from the recent Bd. of Governor’s election. 
They are Bob Brown, Russell Brown, Dave Gillespie, Ed MacPherson, Lou Vesh and James Williston. 

Al made a plea for people to send in material to myself. As editor, I certainly endorse this plea, as one might 
guess. He also announced that I will be relinquishing this editor’s task as of one year from now in Ottawa. Al 
made some very pleasant comments about the job being done by yours truly, as did Lou Vesh and William 
English. I thank all for these comments. They are very much appreciated.

Time was now given to view the auction lots and for CAWMC member Albert Kasman to sell 50/50 tickets. 
The sale of these tickets netted CAWMC some $64.00. The winner was later drawn and, would you believe, it 
was none other than Albert himself. 

As well, Lou Vesh sold past issues of his ‘Birds Of My Garden Series’. I believe there are 14 bird woods in 
the series and some are still available, except for the first two birds. Maybe we can persuade Lou to add some 
more bird woods to this series. Surely he must have more than 14 different birds visiting his feeders. The money
